Thete is reason to believe that the 
statement is not .exaggerated. <A 
Canadian officer, who had seen a good 
deal of life in Russia in recent times, 
said recehtly that conditions are ap- 
palling. The condition of the edu- 
cated classes is ‘especially deplorable 
Even when they are not deliberately 


‘tortured, they are the victims of Bol-' 


shevist tyranny.. The most humiliat- 
ing tasks are reserved for women of 
the greatest réfinement. Even apart 
from the necessity of securing food, 
life is’ made intolerable for sensitive 
people. And there is a good decal of 
deliberate torture. This Canadian in- 
formant spoke of one case that: had 
come under his own notice. A young 
girl, the daughter of.an old Russign 
officer, was fastened'to a table by a 
nail driven through her tongue. Pen- 
cil and paper were given her that she 
might reveal the hiding place of her 
father, - To further encourage her she 
was flogged. When -our informant 
‘fast saw her she was in a most piti- 
able condition, without a tongue, and 
unable to eat or’ speak.

Began With Two Trees 


Prune Crop Now Supplies All Parts 
~~ of the World. 

Sixty-five years ago two prune trees 
were planted near San Jose, in Santa 
Clara County, California, and at the 
present time that state produces about 
half of ali the-prunes consumed in the 
United States and Canada, and it 
ships them to all-parts of the world. 

The prunes are gathered by women 
and children ‘after. ‘they have’ fallen, 
and are dipped (in wire baskets) ito 
tanks of boiling water and lye. Then 
they-are washed with cold water ard 
spread on trays, which are placed ia 
the sun for drying. 

On reaching the packing house they 
are graded according to size by pass- 
ing them over perforated metal 
Screens, and, after being steamed and 
drained, they are ready to be packed 
in boxes for market. *
